JOHNSON CITY. Tex. 
WJPI) — Two of the four 
tnotels in this town adjacent 
to President Johnson's LBJ 
Ranch Friday refused to 
drop barriers against Ne¬ 
groes despite the new civil 
rights law. The other two 
did. 

Mrs. Emil Kroll. who with 
her husband, operates the 
Eureka Courts, said she 
“would be happy to” accept 
Negroes as customers. 

Mrs. Teemor Furr, whose 
husband owns Furr's Cafe 
»nd Motel, said Negroes are 
served in the restaurant but 
will not be accepted at the 
new motel which opened 
only Friday. 

“I wouldn't want them In 
the motel,” Mrs. Furr said. 
“I think I would find some 
excuse (to refuse Negro cus¬ 
tomers).” 

Byron Crider, owner of 
Crider's Motel, said he would 
continue to bar Negroes un¬ 
til all other motels In town 
Integrate. 

One motel owner suggest¬ 
ed that the decision “to open 
some of Johnson City’s facil¬ 
ities to Negroes was based 
less on passage of the civil 
rights bill than on the fact 
that the town is in the lime¬ 
light now.’* 


Birmingham, Ala., Danville 
and Petersburg, Va., Tallahas¬ 
see, Fla., Memphis, Tenn., and 
Savannah, Ga., all reported in¬ 
stances of Negroes exercising 
their rights without incident un¬ 
der the new civil rights law. 

Many of the remaining bar¬ 
riers in Atlanta dropix’d, too. 
But the city also saw- the strong¬ 
est incident of resistance yet 
reported under the new law. 
PISTOL IN HOLSTER 
When three Negro minister# 
drove up to eat at the restaur- 
dht of vocal segregationist Les¬ 
ter Maddox, Maddox and 20 
white men were waiting out¬ 
side for them. Maddox had a 
pistol in a holster on his belt 
and at least four of the whites 
held axe handles. 

As the Negroes' car pulled 
into the parking lot of the res¬ 
taurant, Maddox ran toward it 
screaming “Get out of here. 
You ain’t never gonna eat in 
this place." 

BEAT TATTOO 
His friends began beating a 
tattoo on the roof of the car 
with their axe handles. Maddox 
vigorously kicked the car and 
continued yelling. _ j 

One of the Negroes got out of 
the car and began walking to¬ 
ward the restaurant, but the 
whites, their axe handles raised, 
chased him back to the car. 
‘WE’LL BE BACK’ 

The Negroes then drove away 
and one of them, Rev. George 
Willis, leaned out to yell, "We'U | 
be back and we'll come In, too.” I 
Maddox, who once made an 
unsuccessful bid for lieutenant- 
governor, said, "I will use a*e 
handles, fists, guns, my em¬ 
ployees, my patrons and any¬ 
thing at my disposal” to keep| 
out Negroes. “This place be¬ 
longs to me.”

The judge found that em¬ 
ployees of, the company were 
guilty of negligence In hoisting 
the barrel and faded to warn 
Mr. Schmelz of his danger ac¬ 
cording to “standard safety 
practice.” 

Mr. Schmelz had been em¬ 
ployed as. a repairman on a 
steam engine mounted on a 
dredge scow at the company 
wharf. 

NOT JUSTIFIED 

Mr. Justice Maclean said he 
could find nothing In the evi¬ 
dence 1° justify the company's 
stand that Mr. Schmelz “ac¬ 
cepted the risk with full know¬

The odd thing to the outsider is 
that the really "keen rock gardqner 
values his plants not for thru beauty, 
but In inverse proportion to their ease 
of culture. 

His greatest love and highest - 
praise will be for some tiny alpine 
plant, miffy and difficult to grow, 
that seems to the uninitiated to be far 
less attractive than creeping phlox or 
thyme or aubnetia. but to him it will

As with most popular hobbies, the 
beauty of rock gardening is that there

LOS ANGELES (UPI) 
j James Francis Cardinal McIn¬ 
tyre was on record Friday with 
.one of his strongest state¬ 
ments on civil rights, his first 
public comment on the issue 
since a young priest demanded 
his removal for lack of moral 
leadership. 

Cardinal McIntyre. Arch 
bishop of Los Angeles, spoke 
out Thursday when congress 
passed the civil rights bill and 
•President Johnson signed it 
into law, 

"We are confident that the 
[provisions of this new law will 
be accepted and obeyed with 


docility, understanding and 
Christian love." the cardinal 
said. He described enactment 
of the law as a "concrete ex¬ 
pression of the conscience of 
all rpen of good will." 

The cardinal three weeks 
ago was attacked verbally by 
Rev. William Dubay, a 29 year- 
old priest in the predominantly 
Negro parish of St. Albert the 
Great In Compton. Calif. 
Father Dubay asked Pope Paul 
VI to remove Cardinal McIn¬ 
tyre as archbishop of an area 
that includes 1.500.000 Catho¬ 
lics for lack of moral leader¬ 
ship against racial discrimina¬ 
tion.

Ranch Friday refused to 
drop barriers against Ne¬ 
groes despite the new civil 
rights law. The other two 
did. 

Mrs. Emil Kroll, who with 
her husband, operates the 
Eureka Courts, said she 
“would be happy to” accept 
Negroes as customers. 

Mrs. Teemor Furr, whose 
husband owns Furr’s Cafe 
and Motel, said Negroes are 
served in the restaurant but 
will not be accepted at the 
new motel which opened 
only Friday. 

“I wouldn't want them in 
the motel.’* Mrs. Furr said. 
*1 think I would find some 
excuse (to refuse Negro cus¬ 
tomers)." 

Byron Crider, owner of 
Crider’s Motel, said he would 
continue to bar Negroes un¬ 
til all other motels In town 
Integrate. 

One motel owner suggest¬ 
ed that the decision “to open 
some of Johnson City’s facil¬ 
ities to Negroes was based 
less on passage of the civil 
rights bill than on the fact 
that the town is in the Hme- 
ligtrt now." 


Birmingham, Ala., Danville 
and Petersburg, Va., Tallahas¬ 
see. Fla., Memphis, Tenn.. and 
Savannah, Ga., all reported in¬ 
stances of Negroes exercising 
thei* rights without incident un¬ 
der the new civil rights law.

Maddox had a 
pistol in a holster on his belt 
and at least four of the whites 
held axe handies. 

As the Negroes’ car pulled 
into the parking lot of the res¬ 
taurant, Maddox ran toward It 
screaming “Get out of here. 
You ain't never gonna eat in 
this place." 

BEAT TATTOO V 
His friends began beating a 
tattoo on the roof of the car 
with their axe handles. Maddox 
vigorously kicked' the car and 
continued yelling. 

One of the Negroes got out of 
the car and began walking to- ( 
ward the restaurant, but the 
whites, their axe handles raised, 
chased him back to the car. 
'WE’LL BE BACK’ 

The Negroes then drove away 
and one of them, Rev. George 
Willis, leaned out to yell, "We'll 
be back and we'll come in, too.’’| 
Maddox,. who once made an 
unsuccessful bid for lieutenant- 
governor, said, "I will use axe 
handies, fists, guns, my em¬ 
ployees, my patrons and any¬ 
thing at my disposal” to keep 
out Negroes. “This place be¬ 
longs to me.”

The Commonwealth with 
Its unique linking of cen¬ 
turies of all colors and 
stages of development can 
be of immense importance 
in this mission, Sir Alec 
maintains.
